ty would seem. not to have “restricted . free con- 
jugal relations, and the idea of real celibacy must 
hive beon entirely foreign to the general com- 
munity. And from time immemorial, those 
who- were’ not panels married had private 
lovers, as shown by’ the numerous illegitimate 
births mentioned above, But illegitimate birth 
hore is no disgrace, either to the mothor or to 
the obild; it is the general ralo, and ‘no one 
thinks it at all strange. Indeod, illegitimacy 
is a legitimate thing here. —~ ee 
- Furthormora, o marriage .withoat lezal or 
owntomary sanction is rogardod in tho: optside 
world ag illegitimate, though the man ond 
woman may live together in porfect conjugal 
‘relations, but whon. I ‘say that the "younger 
brothers are illogitimately married in this 
-yillago, it is an entirely different thing. The 
young men nover live. in the samo house 
with-the woman | Thoy live in the house of 

their father or their older brother, and it is 
only after tho toil of the day is over that 

they walk several miles to visit their sweethearts, 
and before the dawn of day they must be back 
‘at their own house. A child born in sach cir. 
oumstances does not khow its father, and atays 

aiways with its mothor, ‘The situation,. where 
this old custom is still preserved, may be gener-. 
ally expressed in thia.way: With xception 
of tho eldest sona and their consorts, all the 
girls of the village sre supposed to have been 
taarried at least to-some-males_of the village. 
This fact is most interestingly shown in the 
blackening of the teeth of women, which in old 

times, and evan ot prosent, is the sign. that a 
woman.is.a- wife. Here in Shirakawa-mura all 
the women, legal wives or not, at the age of 19 

blacken their teath, and a girl who gives birth to 
-p ohild-bofore_that age also follows tho custom. 


Chinese historians. Furthermore, in old Japan, 
as was often pointed ont by many scholars, the 
prince had several mistresses in different places, 
and the children of. the' prince by a mistress 
lived not with the father but with the mother, 
pad here wo seem, to Have. the survival of thie 
family system! In these circumstances the 
child knows the maternal love, bit not that of 
the father, ond 'the tenchera in primar schools 
find it difficult to inculcate filial piety in tho 
children.
